I. The Examiner maintained that "the prior art discloses comparing encrypted 

biometric data" (e.g., see Interview Summary mailed August 6 } 2004). 

Applicants respectfully disagreed with the Examiner's position for the reasons! : 
the Amendment under 37 C.F.R. §1.111 filed on June 1 8, 2004. 
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II. The Examiner also took the position that "the claim does not disclose tfie function 
used or any details with regards (sic) to encrypting the biometric sample'" (e.g., see Interview 
Summary mailed August 6, 2004). 

Applicants* r epresentative respectfully disagreed with the Examiner's positior . 
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Particularly, in response to the Examiner's position* Applicants' representative 
example, that independent claim 27 recites " means for encrypting each said at least 
acquired to form at least one encrypted data set" (emphasis added). 

Applicants' representative also noted that independent claim 24 recites means 
function languag e. 

F. Conclusion:
